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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


As many of you are aware by now, the Iowa Legislator has adjorned for the year 
without passage of our sales tax bill. While this is very dissapointing I would like to 
point out two things: 

* The bill did not get voted down. If it were voted down somewhere in the : 
process, it would have been difficult reviving it for the next session. 

* The bill made considerable progress. It made it all the way to the Senate 
floor where it got bogged down in the final days of the session. The progress it did 
make will 
make it much easier to move the bill next year. 

Some of you may be interested in knowing the steps needed to get a bill idea: 

First, a legislator has to have a bill written and get number assigned to it. Our bill 
orginated in the House and is a “Ways and Means” issue, meaning dealing with 
budget matters. The bill then must be selected to be reviewed. The leader of the 
Ways and Means Committee must then assign the bill to a sub-committee. If it 
passes the sub-committee, a fiscal study is done by the lowa Dept. of Revenue. The 
next step is for the Ways and Means Committee to vote. If it passes the Ways and 
Means Committee, it then goes to the House floor for a vote. It is interesting to 
note, that the leaders of any committee or leaders of the House or Senate floor can 
“kill” a bill if they deem it not passable in any way. Once the bill passes the House 
floor, it then goes to the Senate Ways and Means Committee leader which assigns 
it to a sub-committee. If it passes the sub-committee, it then goes back to the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee for a vote. If it passes the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee, it goes to the Senate floor. If it passes the Senate floor, it the goes to the 
governor. 
What a process huh? Much of the reason for this process is the number of bills the 
legislators deal with every year. There are hundreds of them! It is encouraging that 
our bill made it all the the way to the Senate floor! The bad thing is that we have to 
start this whole process again next year. Again, it should be much easier next year. 
The main reason the bill had such success was people like you all over the state 
contacting their legislators. Many people think that their representatives don’t 
listen or care, but they really do want to hear from you. They don’t always have the 
time to respond back. 

The most effective means of communication is email. It saves a lot of time and 
makes mass communication possible. I have an-email data bank that I use to let you 
folks know who and when we need to contact in the legislator. My goal is to greatly 
broaden this list by next January when the next session convenes. This will allow 
even more communication amongst us and make it easier to get the bill passed. If 
you don’t have email, letters and phone calls are great.
